the country. 
The governor of Virginia 
entered, and as he walked up the central 
aisle to the platform, escorted by Wil- 
liam H. MoMnllen, master workman of 
the Kichmond district and Tom O'Beilly, 


gerous than the slave owners of the 
past. It, and it alone, is responsible for 
every manifestation of anarchy that our 
country has witnessed. While I condemn 
and denounce the deeds of violence com- 
mitted in the name of labor during the 
present year I am proud to say that the 
Knights of Labor, as an organization, 
are not in any way responsible for such 
conduct.

ently irreconcilable views and the con- 
stitution was only framed by a comprom- 
ise of all conflicting opinions. 
That 
compromise then gave us our constitu- 
tion and a compromise will|solve the difS- 
cult problem of the hour which you 
have assembled here to grapple with. 


After saying that men could have hell 
or heaven in their factories, according as 
they adopted the law, of hell, "Every 
man for himself and the devil take hind- 
most," or the law of heaven, "Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself," he 
went on to say, "Is it to be admitted on 
your side that you have the right by 
combination or otherwise to prevent oth- 
ers working upon terms and conditions 
you rej ected? The people of this country 
can never be satisfied until liberty of ac- 
tion is conceded to all.

The French revolution- 
ists, who worked most freely on others, 
finally paid tribute to it with their 
heads." 


When he had taken his station on the 
platform, Frank J. Farrelll, the colored 
member of the delegation, of district 49, 
whose associates ref u sed to take up their 
quarters in a hotel in which he was re- 
fused admission, on an 
equal footing, 
ascended the platform and taking his 
stand by the presiding officer's table 
said: "His Excellency the Governor of 
Virginia, and gentlemen of the coaven 
tion, it is with much pleasure and grati- 
fication, that I introduce to you Mr. T. 
V. Powderly, of the state of Pennsyl- 
sylvania, who will reply to the address 
of welcome by Gov. Lee." 


Mr. Powderly stepped forward and was 
received with loud applause. The grand 
master workman expressed his gratifica- 
tion at the welcome which had been giv- 
en by the people of Virginia, and more 
especially the people of Richmond. Mr. 
Powderly continuing, said; 
"The men 
who owe allegiance to the Knights of 
Labor axe engaged in a conflict, but it 
is in a war of truth against error. 
It is 
not, as many honestly believe, and many 
more 
dishonestly 
assert, a war of 
labor 
against 
capital. 
It 
is 
a 
war in 
which 
the 
manhood 
of 
the American laborer is fighting for rec- 
ognition in this war. 
It must be deter- 
mined which shall rule, monopoly or the 
American people; gold or manhood. 
Oar battles are not fought for the pur- 
pose of determining whether an individ- 
ual shall rule the state or an employee, 
but decide whether the people who are 
entitled to life, liberty and happiness 
shall live in the full enjoyment of their 
rights and liberties as becomes citizens 
of a republic."

will be called upon to prove his asser- 
tions before the court. 


Mr. Argo is an honest, upright and 
honorable gentleman, and would not take 
a cent from any one. 
His record in the 
auditor's office is without a blemish. He 
took wliat the law allowed—no more or 
no less. It will be a very difficult mat- 
ter for Mr. Hettler to prove that he stole 
$20,000 from the county. 
It is no way 
to run a campaign by calling honest 
men thieves, and we think by the time 
Mr. Hettler gets through with this job 
he will treat his political opponents more 
honorably. 


It is a surprise that for years Mr. 
Hettler has been permitted to apply 
vague and extravagant epithets to almost 
every county ;and city officer, but 
it 
seems that justice will again bring him 
to a realization of his position as it did 
when he signed a humble and public 
apology to Mr. S. C. Lumbard, whom 
he slandered and 
likewise called a 
"thief."

BOSTON. Sept. 27.—What ai-e girls aiid w o 
men in and around Boston doing for a livingf 
They make shii-ts at thirty-six cents pel 
dozen (finishing, buttonholes inchided), ch^ 
mises trimmed and plaited-at $1.26 each, 
plain chemises at ninety-six cents per dozen, 
flannel coats of an inferior quality at fifteen 
cents each, slipper bows at three cents i)ef 
dozen and common caps at ten cents per 
dozen. 


For making quilts, eleven hours per day 
labor, they receive $4.50 per week, for paper 
box making $5.86 per week and for book 
folding $3 per week. 
A hundi-ed other in- 
dustries pay similar wages. 
This may be 
called labor's lowest grade. 
It is easily and 
quickly learned. 
Hence, the more learners 
the more workers and more supply than de- 
mand. 


How do they live for such pay? 
Those who rely entirely on their pay do 
not live. 
It is for such merely an endured 
existence in a tenement attic. 
Tiieir staple 
food is a loaf of bi-ead and a cup of tea. 
The 
tramp who depends for his meals on base- 
ment door collections is bettei* fwl. 


Girls and women here stain and enamel 
gla&s, dress dolls, burnish jewelry, make but- 
tons, paint clock eases and bi'ooni handles, 
weave twine into netting, cut ivory, pearl 
and tortoise shell, make willow wai-e and cane 
chairs, set type, feed printing presses, pack 
candles, assist in the njanufacture of chemi- 
cals, manufacture straw hats and hoop skirts, 
spool cotton, weave hair cloth, make shoe 
uppers, artificial ilowei-s, and ^dld buttons.

It is 
safe to say that $5 per week is a liti lo above 
the average wages of this clas.- uf female 
workers. 
In the shoe factories, at "piece

A decent room cannot be hinnl here short 
of $3 per week, let alone food and clothing. 
But in many cases the girl ' lives at home."' 
Her wages are regarded as a gre.it help in 
meeting family exiK>nses. 
In such case the 
family uneonsciousl}- co-oporat»' ajininst the 
girl or woman who must make a liome for 
herself. 
The poorer the family tlie ;^reater 
the tendency to herd and crowd to^otlier. 
If 
merely keeping liod^' and soul togftber be re- 
garded a "decent supp-)i-t" then 
a week 
will grant it. 


Mill hands may make 
p^r ilay. 
yome 
make more; some less. 
AniericuM girls have 
almost desorti-d this occupation. 
Their place 
is suppliefl by foreignei-s and, to a large ex- 
tent, Canadian French. 


If you would know some of the results of 
factory life and labor on manners, speech and 
what we will call verbal morality, post your- 
self near the mill doors when the -opei-atives" 
swarm out, and hear the current }>lji aseology 
and sentiment. 
A little may go a great way, 
for you. 
Or go on one of their summer ex- 
cursions. It may cause you to wonder if any- 
one has charge of the morals of the masses. 
Do our philosophers ever really go among 
them? 
A few family visits, even with kindly 
intent, won't reveal them to you. 


Girls and children can be bought in Boston 
for commercial purposes as lo^v as $3 per 
week. 
The mammoth 
and pignn- bazaars 
or the sale of everything under the sun 
gnder one roof 
buy 
the 
nerve, 
muscle, 
strength, skill and intelligence of young girls 
for nine hotii-s per day at such price. 
Un- 
like the black slavery of former days, the 
buyer is at no exixjnse for housijig, feeding, 
clothing or otherwise caring for the body of 
the child he purcha^s. 
He buys, in fact, all 
the strength the child has to give without 
any risk. 
If the child dies or becomes crip- 
pled or disea-sed it is not his lookout. 
It is 
that of the pai-ents or possibly of the child 
itself. 
To buy a girl outright, say for $.500 
or $700, and l)e then at the expense of her 
keeping would be a most extravagant outlay 
in Boston. From a business standpoint Boston 
always c-ould see further ahead than Charles- 
ton, S. C. 


Recently a {)hilauthropic committee here 
visited some of the mercantile 
mammoths 
here and requested them not to hire any child 
labor at less than $3 per week for children of 
15 years of age and under, nor less than $4.50 
per week for young 
^vomen.

Iarge.st mannnotlis positively refused. 
One 
complained of the trouble causetl him through 
people's poking about and stirring up public 
attention to these mattei-s. 
He .sai<l the "one 
thing for each one to do was to mind his or 
her own l»usiiiess." He wantei\the committee 
inferred, to he let alone, just ts any intelli- 
gent, paijistaking bnrglar 
nts to be let 
alone when lie is at midnight ¡sampling some 
other family's silver. 
The houses that pay $2 
TOr week for children spend f.-om 
to 


$100,000 i>er year in advertising what 
the 
child helps them to sell. 


Girls are univei-sally employed iiei-e in the 
second-cla.ss i-estaurants. 
Their average pay 
is $4 jjer week. The occu{>ation ol' contiinially 
coming in contact and waiting uiK)n a low 
grade of men in a hungry and conse<iuently 
savage and irritable condition 
demoralize 
them. 
They bet-ome hardened also to the 
enormities (Íail\- j)eri)etrated in a cheap res- 
taurant kitchen. 
A smile is rarely seen on 
their faces. 
The.y become fagged out with 
their continual morning-till-night rush with 
fuU, empty an<l half cleared plates. 
Fre- 
quently they take an order with disdain, 
lea%'eyou l<c(di-e it is half given, slap your 
plate before you 
with an air which says: 


"Take that ancl 1« 
," and when you tell

lion skin has been surrounded with 
twenty-one bearskins, the whole form- 
ing a rug twenty-one feet long and 
thirteen feet wide, enough to carpet a 
large room.

The importance of this discovery (which 
was made two or three weeks ago by 
the accidental breaking of a medicine 
bottle) is rendered greater by the fact 
that while hitherto we have been de- 
pending for our quinine on the cultiva- 
tion of the chincona tree, from whose 
bark only about 2 per cent, of good qui- 
nine can be extracted, 98 per cent, being 
valueless, the drug can now be manu- 
factured without limit by a very simple 
process from an article which can al- 
ways be got in abundance in any part of 
the world. A few days ago Dr. Hewitt 
submitted a sample of his preparation

coverer is about to communicate with 
the Government, who annually spends 
in India alone about £60,000 in the cul- 
tivation of the chincona tree.

EDINBURGH, Sept. 15.—One of the first 
sights that met my eyes in walking through 
the busy streets of G l a s g o w was a sign held 
up by a "sandwich" man and warning the 
peop'^e to beware of mock auctions. 
This 
sign was displayed all over business Glasgow, 
and it 
signed, ''By order of the police." 


The poiice of Great Britain, and of Scot- 
land esjjecially, are veiy efficient, and it is 
their business to keep the law rather than to 
wink at its bi'eaking, as in t o m e of our Amer- 
ican cities. Politics has little to do with the 
appointment of policemen here, and the po- 
lice as a class are excellent officials. They 
are all big men, and their size alone is enough 
to t-errify a criminal. They wear helmets 
and carry clubs, and have great black belts 
strapped about their waists. They are polite 
and very kind to strangers. There are l,7(X) 
of them in Glasgow, and in Ireland you find 
them everywhere. The Irish police carry 
clubs, swor<ls and guns. Thoy think them- 
sei^res great swells and look like walking ar- 
6«i lals.

Gla^g'>\v looks much like Chicago, except 
on Siniil!i \. 
It is larger than Chicago, and is 
built in iinich the same way. Saturday night 
in (iliusgou i> the night for a general drunk 
on tlje i)art of hundreds of the working 
classes, and I have never seen anything like 
the drunken scenes I beheld on Argyle street 
at that time. Imagine a street nmch like 
that of Broadway, with a hurraing throng 
fully as large as that in the busiest part of 
the week day along by and above Trinity 
church. 
Make this throng of all ages, sizes 
and sexes, and let there be a score or more of 
drunken people to every block. I^et many 
of the most drunken of its meml)ers Ije 
women, and you have some idea of the drunk- 
enness of Glasf^ow on a Saturday night. 


Leave this scene and go to bed. The next 
moiTiing walk out ui)on the streets. 
What e 
change! It is Sunday, and the city is as quiet' 
as the long-time dead city of Pompeii. AU 
the stores which blazed with light last nigh^ 
are now closed with great shuttei's, so that no 
goods are seen. 
You walk tiirough two 
blank walls as you go along tho busy streets 
of la.st night, and at'.» or 10 o'cloi^k you may 
not meet a dozen p(>ople in a mile's walk 
Ever3-thhig is closed. The great city is ob 
serving Sunday as no other great city outside 
of Scotland observes it; and if one were t** 
work to-day the i>oli(^ would arrest him 
where they left him unmolestetl in hi« 
drunken orgies of last night.

Great Britain is very fond of drink, and it 
consumes in romid numl^ei-s 80,0(>i),()(X) gal- 
lons of spirits and 14,00(i.iX)0 gallon.s of wine 
every year. 
The new.spapers of (ila-sgow, 
and indeed of nearly all the cities of Great 
Britain, are sold by bareheaded girls and 
women as well as boys. The lower classes of 
women as a rule do not wear hats upon the 
streets, and I often see a full-grown woman 
walking the dirty streets in her bare feet. 
The newsboys and most of the other boys of 
the lower classes are baref<x)ted. The boot- 
blacks in Glasgow are as sharp little urchins 
as you will find in New York. They have 
little boxes not much larger than cigar boxes 
for you to set your foot upon, and do not 
have chairs in the streets. They do not carry 
blacking boxes, but spread a daub of black- 
ing on the end of their boxc« and this does 
for all day. They charge twc cents a shine, 
and know Americans at a gmnce. Two of 
them stopped me in Glasgow when I asked 
for a shine, and when I selected one the other 
yelled back as he started to go: 


"Oh, he's a Yank!'' 
I had not ultered a word, and how he knew 
me I don't know.

UAds of strangers, who are here to visit the 
azposition at the advent of the queen's visit.

fidinburgh is one of the finest cities of Eu- 
rope, and its size and beauty was a revelation 
u> me. The castle where Queen Mary lived is 
now filled with the Scotch soldiers of the 
queen, and the red coats of England are com- 
paratively few. These soldiers dress in the 
Highland costume, and they look very pictur- 
esque. They di-ess in different colored plaids, 
and wear kilted skirts falling in plaits from 
the waist, to about four or five inches above 
the knee. 
Several inches below this their 
plaid slockings begin, so that about one foot 
at white, naked leg shows out. Some of them 
iiave good, strong legs and fair skins, and the 
legs of others are lean, red and hairy. Thej 
wear different kinds of Scotch military caps, 
according to their rank, and their shoes ar* 
bound around with white canvas legging« 
They carry swords and muskets, and stalk 
along with an independent air while guarding 
the great ca.stle or while walking the streets. 
To the front of their belts they have fastened 
a fur pouch, and in the stocking of one leg 
some of them carry a knife. 


The ordinary Scotchman, howevier, has 
long discarded the Highland costume, and 
you see but few of them worn here. As a 
rule there are none in this part of Scotland. 
The Scotch knitted cap is worn a great deal, 
and yf)u see it on both men and women, and 
now anil then an old Highlander (orus 
in 
the full costimie of Rob Roy.

By the way, there is a fine statue of Rob 
Roy at the exposition, and the Scx)tch show 
their appi relation of Sir Walter Scott's nov- 
els at every turn. 


The di-es;s of the Scotch women of the low- 
lan<Ls is not very characteristic. 
I see many 
plaid shawls worn, and the poorer classes are 
very poorly clad indeed. Bare feet are very 
common and bare heads the rule. Here at 
Edinburgh you see the New Haven fish wives 
whom Charles Reade has immortalized in his 
¿ale of "Christie Johnstone." They bring fish 
to Edinburgh to sell in great baskets, which 
they caiTy on their backs with a strap about 
their forehead to hold them on. In the city 
they squat down on the sides of the street and 
sell their wares. They may some of them have 
been pretty once, but those I saw were old 
and coarse. They wore white caps in some 
instances, but oftener looked dii-ty and hard. 
They are very strong, and might stand as 
models to the fish women of the French revo- 
lution. 


Another of the strange sights of Scotland, 
and a much prettier one, is the Scotch wash- 
ing. It Ls often done by very pretty girls, and 
the sight is often equal to one of Kiralfy's 
ballets. They wash the heavy clothmg with 
their feet instead of their hands, and tuck 
their cheap bright colored dresses up to the 
knee while doing so. In this way they tread 
the dirt out. They are not ashamed of it, 
either, and one of them looked at me with a 
roguish glance as I watched her. 


The washing of a great part of old Edin- 
burgh is dried from the windows. The old 
buildings are ma;uy stories high, and they are 
inhabited by many poor families in flats of 
two or three rooms each. There are no yards 
for clothes drying, and all over this part of 
Edinburgh you may see long sticks stick- 
ing out of windows with a cross piece nailed 
across the end of them and clothes lines tied 
to this and stretched from the cross piece 
parallel with the central stick to the window.

There are thousands of such clothes frames 
in Edinburgh, and the clothes d^ip down 
upon you as you pass beneath them. This is 
in the old part of the city, a part that looks 
as though it might have been copied out of 
some old Dutch picture, it looks so quaint. 
Its buildings are many stories high, with 
towers and gables. They are all ofstonsor 


atooeo and they have little paned windows, 
out of which you may see looking down at 
yott many a bonnie Scotch lassie, such as 
Burns loved to paint, as you pass by. 


Speaking of Bums, this region of Scotland 
was bis home. I mean hei'e and al)Out Glas- 
gow. He spent much time in both cities as 
well as in Ayrshire, and I doubt not he often 
reeled along these streets in some of his 
drunken frolics. 


The Scotch girls ai-e as a rule pretty, 
though I don't believe they are equal in this 
respect to the Irish. They have fresh com- 
plexions, and their 
accent is delicious. 
Those of the better 
classes dress well, 
and I am surprised, 
to see so 
many 
pretty and intelli- 
gent women in busi- 
ness. A woman pre- 
sides over 
nearly 
every one of the 
hotels, and they are 
the clerks and cash- 
iers of many of the 
stores. 
The pretty 
Scotch barmaid is a 
reality, and I saw 
two girls drawing 
beer at the exposi- 
tion who had faces 
as refined and as pretty as I have ever seen at 
the president's i-eceptions. The tobacco stores 
are here often managed by gii'ls, and many 
other stores I have gone into in Scotland have 
women at their hearl. The exposition has an 
unusually fine-looking set of women acting 
as exhibitoi-s, and these in their pretty Scotch 
dress are the most refreshing part of it. They 
wear the plaids of their clans, and I noted 
especially one who pre.sided over a coUectiou 
of pottery made at Dunmore.

To tha front of thoir bolte they have fastened 
a fur jHjudj, and In tho Etocking of OIHJ leg 
Bomo of them carry a knife. 


The ordinary Scotchman, howevnr, has
